Body of Man Buried As 
Mast Thought to Be 
Alfred Seitz 


faking a copy or a "suicide note’’ 
written last September 4, by Philip 
G. Mast, whose "return from death’’ 
is my stify ing Kansas Citians, from 
hi.s files. Rev. II. U. Campbell, pre­ 
siding elder of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal church, 
South, who 
resides 
at 513 West Fifth street, this city , 
told of receiving the note, and of 
the incident.*? which follow*ed. 
The 
original letter had been given by 
Rev. Campbell to Masf.s father-in- 
law, Rev. F. M. Burton, of Kansas 
City . 
Rev. Campbell received the note 
at Mount Washington, Mo., at 11 
o’clock Tuesday morning, 
Septem­ 
ber 22, 19 26. in w’hich the wudter 
told of his intention to drowui him­ 
self 
by 
leaping 
from 
the 
A-S-B 
bridge. 
The w*riter, Philip G. Mast, 
a commercial artist, had been for 
many y ears a personal friend and 
neighbor of Rev. Campbell, as well 
as a member of his congregation. 
The letter told of Mast’s separa­ 
tion from his wife, of his dread of 
the divorce courts, and of his in­ 
tention of ending it all by leaping 
from the bridge. 
He also asked 
the minister to look after a number 
of requests for him. 
Rev. Campbell, 
after 
receiving 
the letter, verified 
three 
checks 
mentioned in the 
letter, 
and 
he 
states found they were no good. He 
then reported to the police, telling 
them of the letter he had received. 
Two day s later a body was found 
in the Standard Oil Intake, wHilch 
was identified by relatives as that 
of Mast. 
Rev. 
Campbell 
told 
of 
viewing the body , which 
was 
in 
such a state of decomposition and 
so water swollen that he could not 
positively 
identify 
it, 
although 
others did. 
The body was w'eighted 
with a twenty pound iron tied to 
him with a belt, as had been in­ 
dicated in the "suicide letter.” 
Funeral services were held, and 
the body buried as that of Philip 
G. Mast. 
Recently it was revealed Mast was 
not dead and soon he was taken into 
custody . 
According to the Kansas 
City newspapers, Mrs. Mast denied 
that she knew* he was alive, and late 
Wednesday admitted shat she had 
knowledge that he was alive about 
six weeks ago.She knew at that time, 
according to dispatches that her hus­ 
band probably w’oiild visit his moth­ 
er and his three children in Spald­ 
ing, Neb. 
Rev. Campbell, as friend and pas­ 
tor of the Mast family , and recip­ 
ient of the note written by Mast 
prior to his purported suicide, has 
been keenly interested in the out­ 
come. 
Mast’s father-in-law*, Rev. F. M. 
Burton, of Kansas City , believes the 
y oung man is the victim of mental 
affliction.s

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Cjeation 
of a new* civilian insular office, to ad­ 
minister the territorial governments 
of the Philippines, Porto Rico, 
The 
Virgin Islands, Guam and Samoa is 
proposed in a bill prepared by Chair­ 
man Willis of the senate territories 
committee, as an outgrowth of the 
Carmi Thompson investigation in the 
Philippines. 
Porto Rico and 
the 
Philippines 
now* are under the administration of 
Hie war department and the other 
three territories are under the navy 
department. 
Under the measure the insular of­ 
fice would be presided over by a di­ 
rector, w*ho w'ould be outside all the 
rresent executive departments and 
would report directly to the 
presi­ 
dent. 
"According to the Thompson re­ 
port," Senator Willis said in a state 
ment, “Governor General Wood (of 
the Philippines) maintained that un 
der the present sy stem he can secure 
American advisers only from the w*ar 
department, and that these advisers 
are necessarily army officers. 
"Colonel Thompson said he found 
no 
evidence 
of 
anti-Americanism 
which 
would 
necessitate 
military 
control in the Philippines, and from 
my experience as 
chairman of 
the 
committee on territories and insular 
possessions, I have every reason to 
believe that there is no danger of 
sedition or insurrection among our 
overseas people. 
"The introduction of this bill is in 
no wise a 
reflection 
on 
General 
Wood. 
The bill w*ould not disturb 
governors of the various insular pos­ 
sessions who would still be appoint­ 
ed by the president.’' 
The bill fixes the term of office of 
the director at six y ears, and his 
salary at $10,00(>.

One half of the 120,000,000 dol­ 
lars would be used for completion 
of the present 7,640 mile sy stem, 
and the balance would be distribut­ 
ed among the counties of the state. 
No county would receive less than 
$150,000, Senator McCaw’ley said. 
In 
explaining 
the 
proposed 
amendment. 
Senator 
McCaw*ley 
said it would stabilize the gasoline 
tax and motor vehicle license fees, 
as the amendment w*ould limit the 
power of the general assembly in 
regard 
to additional 
taxation for 
road purposes. 
An average of 55 miles additional 
county roads, to be a part of the 
state 
highway 
sy stem, 
would 
be 
provided in every county , the sena­ 
tor said. 
The amendment would only call 
for a 120 million dollar bond issue. 
It w*as explained that the con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
authorizing 
the 180 million dollar bond issue 
w*as necessar>* in order that the ad­ 
ditional 120 million could be se­ 
cured.
